ALASKAN ‘WHATISIT’ 

HAS PELICAN BEAK 
AND ELEPHANT HEAD 
Lizard-Like Creature Supposed- 

ly Preserved ir Glacier Ice 

From Prehistoric Time 
2 ——„— — :

CORDOVA, Alaska, Nov. 29.— 
Part of the carcass of the lizard- 
like creature found in the ice of 
Glacier Island, near here, Nov. 10, 
was preserved in Cordova today for 
scientific examination. 

A description of the animal, be- 
lieved to have lived in prehistoric 
times and to have been preserved 
in the glacier for thousands of 
years, was given by W. J. McDon- 
ald, superintendent of Chugach Na- 
tional Forest, who headed an inves- 
tigating party and returned with 
the part of the carcass. 

McDonald said only about six 
feet of flesh remained on the skel- 
eton, which measured 24 feet 1 
inch long. He said the beast had 
a snout similar to the beak of a 
pelican, with a head shaped much 
like that of an elephant. 

The vertebrae immediately be- 
hind the head, said McDonald, were 
interlocked with flippers on each 
side. The vertebrae, he went on, 
were three-bladed and the flippers 
were made up of five “fingers.” 
Each finger“ had three joints or 
possibly more. No teeth were 
found. 

Weight of the remains was esti- 
mated at 1000 pounds. ‘The length 
of the snout was given as 39 inches 
from its bend to the middle of the 
forehead. It was 11 inches wide 
at the midsection and 29 inches in 
circumference. The bone marrow 
in the snout was three inches in 
diameter., 

The over-all length of the head 
was reported as 55 inches. From 
the back of the head to the end 
of the ribs the creature measured 
74 inches.

The President said Doak had 
been identified with the labor 
movement practically all his adult 
life, and that he had been a general 
officer of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen for 16 years. 

The President said that, while 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, had 
announced his opposition to the 
appointment because Dok was 
not a member of the American 
Federation of Labor, he felt that 
all labor should be given an equal 
opportunity in the appointment of 
their representatives. 

President's Statement. 

The President said: I have ap- 
pointed William N. Doak of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
as Secretary of Labor. Mr. Doak 
has been identified with organized 
labor all his adult life. For 16 years 
he has been a general officer of 
the trainmen, taking part in a great 
number of labor negotiations, 

J have received indorsements of 
Mr. Doak from several score of la- 
bor unions. some of whom ane. 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. I know that Mr. 
Doak will represent all labor in his 
public duties and that he will re- 
inforce the sympathetic attitude of 
the administration to the great 
problems of the wage earner. 

„While President Green has 
publicly stated that he will op- 
pose Mr. Doak’s appointment be- 
cause Mr. Doak’s union is not af- 
filiated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, he informs me 
that he holds Mr. Doak in the 
highest personal esteem.

I do not feel that I can con-

OSLO, Norway, Nov. 28.—Frank 
B. Kellogg, whose initiative as 


United State Secretary of State led 
to a world ban on wars of aggres- 
sion, receives the Nobel peace prize 
for 1929. The peace prize award 
for 1930, announced simulkaneous- 
ly by the Prize Committee here, 
goes to Dr. Nathan Soderblom, 
Archbishop of Upsala, Sweden, and 
pro-chancellor of the University of 
Upsala since 1914. 

Kellogg, who is now a Justice of 
the World Court at The Hague, and 
Dr. Soderblom are both expected 
here Dec. 10 to receive the awards, 
which have a value this year of 
178,000 kroner (about $48,000). 

It had been predicted for some 
time that Kellogg would receive the 
prize. In conjunction with Aristide 
Briand, French Foreign Minister, 
he drew up the Kellogg-Briand 
anti-war pact. which virtually every 
civilized nation now has signed, and 
which bars, in principle, wars of 
aggression. 

Kellogg was Secretary of State 
in the Cabinet of President Hard- 
ing and of President Coolidge, re- 
tiring with inauguration of Presi-

elected in Hughes’ stead. : 

Dr. Soderblom received the 1930 
award in recognition of his peace 
propaganda and efforts through 
church unions. He is the author of 
a number of learned works and 
was the principal organizer of the 
Christian Unity Conference in 
Stockholm five years ago. He vis- 
ited the United States in 1924. 

The peace awards are the first 
to be made since 1927 when the 
prize was divided between Ferdi- 
nand Buisson of France and Lud- 
wig Quiddee of Germany. The 
prize previously had been awarded 
to four other Americans, Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1906, Elihu Root in 
1912, Woodrow Wilson in 1919, 
and Ambassador Charles G. Dawes 
in 1925. 

The United States has been sig- 
.nally honored in the Nobel prize 
awards this year. Dr. Karl Land- 
steiner of the Rockefeller Institute 
received the prize in medicine and 
Sinclair Lewis the prize in litera- 
ture. 


KELLOGG UNITED 
50 NATIONS IN PACT 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
rame of Frank B. Kellogg, recipi- 
ent of the Nobel peace prize for 
1929, is linkéd with the treaty by 
which approximately 50 nations 
agreed to abandon warfare as an 
instrument of national policy. As 
Secretary of State in the Coolidge 
administration, Kellogg success- 
fully carried the proposal for such 
a pact through the delicate process 
of international negotiation and 
signed it on behalf of the United. 
States in ceremonies at Paris. 
The idea of the treaty came from 
a suggestion by Foreign Minister 
Briand of France that his nation 
and the United States enter into a 
bilateral agreement to insure a 
lasting peace between them. Kel- 
logg expanded this proposal to 
make it include virtually all the 
nations of the earth, successfully 
overcoming opposition which arose 
in negotiating the pact and in the 
Senate's debate on ratification. 

The treaty was promulgated by 
President Hoover on July 24, 1929, 
with impressive ceremonies at- 
tended by Kellogg, former Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the diplomatic 
representatives of all the signatory 
and adhering nations except Rus- 
sia. , 

The pact had already been in- 
voked by Secretary Stimson, Kel- 
logge’s successor, to relieve a vex-

A suggestion that the Govern- 
ment buy from the city a square 
block of the Memorial Plaza prop- 
erty as a site for the new Federal 
Building and abandon the delayed 
condemnation proceedings for the 
site at Twelfth boulevard and Mar- 
ket street has been made by City 
Counselor Muench. 

Muench said today he had sug- 
gested the substitute site to John 
C. Dyott, special United States At- 
torney in charge of the condemna- 
tion, who has been handling the 
legal aspects of the Government’s 
attempt to obtain clear title to the 
Twelfth and Market property. Two 
groups of heirs have refused to ac- 
cept the amounts awarded to them 
by official viewers. 

Muench’s suggestion was that 
the Plaza block bounded by Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Chestnut and 
Pine streets be sold to the Govern- 
ment at cost, $710,136, plus inter- 
est at 6 per cent from the time the 
various parcels were obtained. The 
city has acquired title to this block 
by outright purchase since the 1923 
bond issue. 

The Federal Building on the 
plaza, Muench said, would follow 
the original artist’s sketches used 
during the bond campaign when a 
Government building was shown 
on the block bounded by Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, Chestnut and Pine, and 
a Municipal Hall of Records on 
the block now suggested for a 
Federal Building. 0 

Dyott has expressed no opinion 
on the feasibility of Muench's 
suggestion.

Two cigarette cases which bulge: 
in Smith’s overcoat pockets and 
flashed in the light had been mis- 
taken for revolvers by Mrs. Juli: 
Hancock, owner of the restaurant. 
where Smith stopped for coffe: 
and pie after peering into th» 
place for several minutes fro 
the sidewalk. 

“I was walking my beat at 1! 
o’clock when Mrs. Hancock calle: 
me to the restaurant and told m 
about the man,” Duncan testified. 
“He had walked away, going east 
on the south side of Gravois, so J 
got on a street car dnd watched 
until I saw him at Meramec street. 

“I got off the car and walked 
up behind him with my revolver 
drawn. He was about six feet 
away when I called, ‘Say, buddy,’ 
and he turned around and faced 
me. I said, ‘Put your hands up. 
buddy; Tm going to search you for 


a gun.’ , 

“He flew right at me, hitting me 
in the face with his right fist and 
grabbing my revolver with his left 
hand. Then he grabbed me around 
the neck like a wrestler and iI 
fired a shot off to the side to 
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hit him and he went down.“ 

The shots were heard by Patrol 
man Edward Schnarr o. Mounted 
Disctrict who ran from his home 
at 4147 Gravois avenue and helped 
Duncan with his wounded prisoner:

If Government Concerns 


Self Chiefly With Naviga- 
tion, Recapture Provi- 
sions Likely Will Fail.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
Federal waterpower act, enacted 
in 1920 to protect the hydro-elec- 
tric power resources of the United 
States, was dealt a body blow in 
the annual report of the expiring 
Federal Power Commission by the 
declaration that the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s interest in waterpower 
development was concerned pri- 
marily with navigation and that the 
other elements of control should be 
left to the individual states. 

The report was signed by Dr. 
Ray Lyman Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Interior, and acting chairman 
of the commission. The other 
members of the commission are 
Arthur M. Hyde, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, and Patrick J. Hurley, 
Secretary of War. Under the 
Couzens bill, enacted last session, 
the present commission will be 
supplanted by a commission of five 
members as soon as the President's 
nominations are confirmed by the 
Senate. Three members were 
named to the new commission by 
the President during the closing 
days of the last session, but their 
nominations were not confirmed. 
The President is expected to name 
all five of the members of the new 
commission shortly after the short 
session convenes. 

Chairman Wilbur, a close friend 
of President Hoover, has dominat- 
ed the Power Commission since he 
took office in March, 1929. The 
proposal to make the individual 
states responsible for control of 
water-power development is in 
line with his plan to give states 
control over public land now ad- 


ministered by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


Faces Strenuous Opposition. 


The recommendation of the ex- 
piring commission undoubtedly will 
encounter vigorous resistance from 
Progressive Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats in Congress. Administration 
leaders seek legislative approval of 
the plan. Only a few states, MNke 
Pennsylvania and New York, have 
laws adequate to protect the puh- 
lic’s right in water-power re- 
sources, 

Several states, according to the 
annual report, have challenged the 
jurisdiction of the Power Commis- 
sion over specific projects. After 
citing these complaints, the report 
continues: “Clearly, the Govern- 
ment has the principal obligation 
in safeguarding the interest of 
navigation and such Federal prop- 
erties as may be affected by water- 
power projects, but in other re- 
spects the control of these devel- 
opments is largely a matter of state 
interest. Since this situation in- 
volves a considerable degree of 
dual authority, there are present 
the elements of possible conflict 
and confusion which might seri- 
ously impede desirable develop- 
ment unless the state and Federal 
agencies find a basis whereby each 
may properly supplement and not 
duplicate the other.” 

If the Federal Government con- 
cerned itself primarily with navi- 
gation, it would have scanty foun- 
dation for enforcing the recapture 
provisions of the present water- 
power act and for auditing the ac- 
counts of companies licensed un- 
der, the act. The commission's le- 
kal experts, who have been at odds 
with Chairman Wilbur on many 
points, have interpreted the act to 
mean that the commission's audit 
can approve only “actual, legiti- 
mate expenditures” on licensed 
projects. The Associated Gas & 
Electric Co., through a subsidiary, 
the Clarion River Power Co. of 
Pennsylvania, has brought an in- 
junction suit in the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court, to test the 
validity of this interpretation.

| Check Shows 253 Killed, 
345 Injured and More 
Than 7800 Houses Dam- 
aged or Destroyed.

TOKIO, Nov. 28.—Thousands of 


homeless on the Izu Peninsula, 


the northern part of which was 
shaken by an earthquake yester- 
day, turned to the task of restora- 
tion today, and the work of re- 
building dwellings, shops and farm 
houses was begun with the aid of 
hundreds of soldiers and firemen 


area. 
Virtually complete reports on 
the property damage indicated 


that, while the material losses had 
been heavy, they had been con- 
fined largely to rural communi- 
ties and resorts, sparing the larg- 
er centers of: population. 

The Shizuoka perfectural gov- 
ernment announced 253 had been 
killed, 345 injured, 2256 houses 
destroyed, 5562 dwellings damaged. 
Besides the damage to private 
property, railways, highways, com- 
munication systems and power 
plants suffered heavily. The total 
damage probably will approach 
$50,000,600, but authorities refused 
to make any estimate. 

Harbor and Tunnel Damaged. 

Two large projects, Shimizu Har- 
bor and the Tanna Tunnel, were 
known to have been badly dam- 
aged. The harbor, near Shizuoka, 
is the principal port for the ship- 
ment of Japanese oranges, lacquor 
work and tea to America. New 
works in the harbor were damaged 
more than $500,000. 

The five-mile Tanna Tunnel, 
which the Government railways 
have been building for the past 
decade at a cost of $10,000,000, 
was damaged in many places. 

From the outset the tunnel 
builders encountered difficulties 
such as earth slides and streams 
of boiling water. 

Earth tremors continued in the 
northern part of Izu Peninsula. 
The seismograph at Mishima re- 
corded 850 shocks between 4:03 
a. m. Wednesday, when the big 
quake began, and 8:30 a. m. to- 
day. 

That further “after shocks” 
must be expected in the sticken 
area was the announcement of 
Dr. Kunitomi, earthquake author- 
ity of Tokio Central Observatory. 
He said the shock was due to 
earth faults produced by the great 
quake of 1923 and not to volcanic 
action. 

Warning Prevented Fire. 
Special health parties were dis- 
patched by the government into 
the quake area to prevent pos- 
Bible epidemics and the Finance 
Ministry anounced it would remit 
taxes to the quake sufferers for 
the coming vear. 

Landslides obliterated or heaped 
high with debris many roads and 
communications were badly dam 
aged. Temporary shelters of all 
types, including thousands of tents 
dotted the countryside. 
Warned 16 days of preliminary 
tremors, most residents had ex- 
tinguished fires in their homes be- 
fore sleeping Tuesday night and 
thereby prevented a conflacration 
such as that which, adding its 
horror to the earthquake of 1923, 
destroyed 10,000 buildings in Tokio 
Mand killed approximately 100,000 
persons. 

The quake was most severe be- 
tween Mishima and Numazu, in an 
area 15 miles long and five to 10 
miles wide and about 126 miles 
southwest of Tokio.

in astonishment at the beauty of 
design and texture of the furnish- 
ings. Mme. Walker bought with a 
lavish hand, filling the house with 
more than $350,000 worth of tapes- 
tries, bronzes, rugs, -lamps and 
statuettes. 

Description of Home. 

Villa Lewaro—the name is de- 
rived from the first syllables of 
Mme. Walker’s daughter’s name— 
Mrs. Leila Walker Robinson—is 
reached by a circular driveway 
from Broadway through iron gates 
bearing the name. The entrance 
Eallway, large and brilliantly dec- 
orated, is lined with tapestries and 
bronze and ivory statuettes. 

On a large oak table in the cen- 
ter of the room is-a bronze figure 
of a jaguar attacking a man on a 
horse, executed by Cartier. At one 
side of the room a marble stairway 
leads to the second floor and at the 
other are doors leading to the 
drawing room. In the rear is the 
dining room, its walls lined with 
Louis XV cabinets and two tapes- 
tries, one of which is an Aubusson 
showing six hounds holding a boar 
at bay. 

The drawing room, the largest 
room on the ground floor, is dotted 
with statuettes of marble, most of 
them of ivory and silver. The 
room also contains a piano with a 
gold-leaf finish and, opposite it, a 
phonograph, also in gold finish. 
The pipe organ console is across 
the room from the piano. There 
are several Louis XV cases filled 
with ivory and Dresden china fig- 
ures.

FLORISSANT. WIDENING. |. 
‘DISTRICT ANNOUNCED 


easing on Benefits Under 
Plan Will Begin at City 
Hall Dec. 8. 


Announcement has been made dy 
the city law department ot the 
district fixed by condemnation 
commissioners for the assessment 
of benefits for the Florissant ave- 
nue widening. It extends from 


Fourteenth street and St. Louis 
avenue at the southeast to the city 


| limits, between Stratford street and 
the Wabash Railway, at the north- | 


west. 
In the vicinity of the proposed 
widening, the benefit area lies 


‘lwithin a few blocks of the street 


involved, but broadens to the north- 
west. However, much ot the latter 
broad, area consists of the land in 
O’Fallon Park and in Bellefontaine 
and Calvary cemeteries, 

The width of the street, now 60 
feet, is to be increased to 80 feet. 
The improvement affects North 
Florissant avenue between Palm 
street and Grand boulevard and 
West Florissant avenue between 
Grand boulevard and Warne ave- 
nue. Varying slices would be tak- 
en from either side. From Warne 
to the city limits West Florissant 
is wide. At Palm street the work 
would link with the contemplated 
North Twelfth boulevard exten- 
sion. 

Hearings on the benefits will be 
begun by the condemnation com- 
missioners at City Hall Dec. 8, but 
it may be nearly a. year before a 
report is made. The commission- 
ers are George J. Fittge, a lawyer; 
Fred W. Evers, Republican City 
Committeeman from the Twenty- 
first Ward, and William L. 
Reynolds. The ordinance author- 
izing the widening became effective 
in May, 1927, and some time ago 
the City Plan Commission estimat- 


ed the damages at $650,502. 


In the Gravois avenue widening, 
over which there has been much 
discussion recently, property own- 
ers complained that they had not 
had sufficient notice of the benefit 
district, and the announcement of 
the district for Florissant is de- 
signed to offset such a complaint 
there. The Florissant, Gravois and 
Twelfth widenings were planned to 
make a great porseshoe of boule- 
vards from southwest to northwest 
by way of the downtown section. 

The boundaries of the Florissant 
benefit district are announced as 
follows: 

“Bounded on the north by the 
Wabash Railroad right-of-way to 
the city limits; on the south by a 
line 150 feet south of and parallel 
to the south line of St. Louis ave- 
nue. Bounded on the east by Four- 


teenth street from said. southern 


boundary northwardly to Angelrodt 
street, thence westwardly to Twen- 
tieth street, and its prolengation 
northwardly to the south Une ot 
O' Fallon Park, thence by the south 
boundaries of O' Fallon Park to 
Taylor avenue, thence by Taylor 
avenue to ‘Broadway, thence by 
Broadway northwardly to its inter- 
section with the Wabash Railroad 
right-of-way. 

“Bounded on the west by the city 
limits from said Wabash right-of- 
way southwestwardly to Stratford 
street, thence by Stratford street to 
Kingshighway-Northwest, thence by 
Kingshighway-Northwest to Kings- 
highway boulevard, thénce by 
Kingshighway boulevard to a point 
150 feet south of and parallel to 
the south line of Penrose street to 
Fair avenue, thence by Fair avenue 
to the south line of Kossuth, thence 
along the south line of Kossuth to 
the west line of Grand boulevard, 
thence by the west line of Grand 
boulevard to a point 125 feet north: 
of Natural Bridge avenue, thence 
by a line 125 feet north of and 
parallel to the north line of Natu-

Clayton late Wednesday was Al- 
fred L. Dern, manager of agencies 
for the Lincoln National, who tes- 
tified Sullivan’s agency contract 
was terminated because of failure 
to remit premiums properly. He 
said letters from Morton to the 
agency, alleging Sullivan was 
“twisting’’ insurance, had nothing 
to do with the severing of business 
relations of the company and Sul- 
livan. 


Home Office Job Offered. 


On cross-examination by Pat- 
rick H. Cullen, attorney for Sul- 
livan, Dern said the company sub- 
sequently had offered Sullivan a 
position in the home office at a 
salary of $5000 a year. During 
the three years that Sullivan was 
in charge of the St. Louis agency 
he wrote between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000 in insurance, Dern said. 
James Lee Loomis, president of 
the Connecticut Mutual, testified 
Morton had not been authorized 
by him to make complaint to the 
State Insurance Department or-to 
the Lincoln National, and that the 
writing of the letters was not nec- 
essasy to the furtherance of the 
agent's duties under his contract. 
Frank L. Dienel, formerly em- 
ployed by a broker selling the 
“emancipator policy” of the Lin- 
coln National as directed by Sulli- 
van, said the local agency manager 
told him prospective customers 
should be told they could surren-

. The debate preceding the vote last 
night in the House of Commons, 
: at times was violent. 
The Tory motion, defeated by 


299 to 234, read: This House 
censures His Majesty’s Government 
of the United Kingdom for its fail- 
ure to formulate any proposals for 
an extension of empire trade and 
its refusal to consider the offers 
made by the dominions.” 

‘If the motion had passed, Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, who 
was not in the House during the 
debate, would have had no alterna- 
tive but to resign. The Liberals 
saved the Government, as it was 
anticipated they would do, by vot- 
ing with the Laborites. 

Slap Climaxes Debate. 


Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Philip Snowden, defending free 
trade, ridiculed Baldwin and his 
other opponents. He aroused Earl 
Winterton, former Tory Cabinet 
Minister, to such fury that Win- 
terton yelled across to Snowden: 
Tou are an insulting dog.” 


Snowden concluded his remarks/ 


amid an uproar, and then the di- 
vision started. As the members 
were crowding toward the division 
lobby, Charles J. Simmons, a Labor 
member and ex-soldier, who lost a 
leg on Vimy Ridge, hobbled across 
the floor and stru¢k the Ear! of 
Winterton, Conservative, in the 
face with his order papers. Bald- 
win and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
called the Speaker’s aftention to 
the incident. The Speaker said he 
had not seen it and therefore could 
take no action. There ensued a 
fierce argument, in which neither 
Winterton nor Simmons took part, 
Then Simmons apologized to the 
Speaker and to the House, but not 
to Winterton. 
Baldwin and Thomas. 

Baldwin said he believed pro- 
foundly that, if Great Britain did 
not take steps to get a sense of 


economic unity inside the empire, 


danger to that unity was great.

This 
enraged the Tory benches. 

Snowden Stands by Free Trade. 


Snowden nalled his colors to the 
mast as a free trader to the bitter 
end, to the annoyance of large 
numbers of his own party, who 
think protection inevitable. The 
Chancellor did not mince words in 
attacking the proposals made by 
the dominions at the recent Im- 
perial Conference. He declared 
that what the dominions demanded 
at the conference was that the 
United Kingdom should abandon 
its economic claims on the do- 
minions’ terms. There were cheers 
as he declared: j 

“All the sacrifice was to be made 
by us. They told us that they were

League Economic Confer- 
ence Delegate Discusses 
Meager Results of Its De- 
liberations. 


FEARS TRADE WAR 
ALL OVER WORLD 


Only Hope Lies in Agree- 
ment to Seek. Bilateral 
Treaties for the Reduc- 


tion of Duties. 


By the Associated Prers. 
GENEVA, Nov. 28.—The * 


conference of the League of Na 
tions for concerted economic ac- 
tion of member nations closed to- 
day with its delegates frank in their 
admission that its results were not 
remarkable, 

Chairman H. Colijn of Holland, 
summarizing the work in which 
representatives of 26 states par- 
ticipated, declared that the one 
ray of hope surviving. the confer- 
ence was in the promise of the 
Governments to seek tariff reduc- 
tion by means of bilateral negotia- 
tions. He said the conference had 
abandoned hope for tariff reduc- 
tion through a multiMteral con- 
vention. 

“The economic conference of 
1927 agreed that the time had come 
to halt rising tariff walls and start 
a movement in the other direc- 
tion,” said the chairman in closing 
the 12-day sessions today, but 
after three yéars tariff conditions 
in general are just as bad as ever. 

“Everybody has agreed upon the 
necessity of reduction but nobody 
has done anything to live up to his 
belief. We have now chosen to 
direct our efforts for tariff reduc- 
tion along bilateral lines. The re- 
sponsibility of countries which 
made this decision is a grave one. 
If this effort fails it will be dis- 
astrous to the whole of Europe be- 
cause the few remaining free trade 
countries will turn protectionist. 

“The disaster will be not so 
much in losing these free markets 
but rather in the repercussions 
which will follow throughout Eu- 
rope. The tariff passions which 
have been held in check will then 
be turned loose and the result will 
be economic warfare all over the 
world.“ 


FORMER GOVERNOR OF MILAN 
SENTENCED TO PENAL COLONY 


ltalian Commission ‘Finds That He 
Used Office to Increase 
Private Fortune. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILAN, Italy, Nov. 28.—Prof. 


Ernesto Belloni, former Governor 
of Milan, who was expelled from 
the Fascist party last month, today 
was sentenced to “confino’’—exile 
to a penal colony—for five years. 

The Provincial Commission sen- 
tenced Bartelo Belotti, former Min- 
ister in the Nitti Cabinet, to con- 
fino for the same period. 

Belloni became involved last year 
in a scandal concerning a $30,000,- 
000 loan negotiated by Milan in 
1927 through the American bank- 
ing firm of Dillon, Read & Co. He 
was exonerated of favoring the 
American concern in return for a 
money consideration, but the in- 
vestigating committee found that 
he had used his office to increase 
his private fortune; 

Belotti, noted as the author of 
Political and historical works, was 


Undersecretary of the Treasury 
when Nitti was Premier, and was

Discovery of a land, unseen be- 
fore, unknown and unclaimed, and 
its mapping with an aerial camera 
are regarded by Byrd as among 
the important results of the expe- 
dition. The pictures will be avail- 
able to gilaciologists 50 and 100 
years hence, he is convinced, as a 
permanent. record of ice conditions 
in 1929, against which changes oc- 
curring in the future may be com- 
pared.

He Says Elimination of Aliens 
Will Weaken Industrial 
States.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—A call 


to industrial states to resist a move 
by the Methodist Board of Tem- 
perance, Prohitbion and Public 
Morals to eliminate representation 
of aliens in reapportionment of the 
House as a means of retaining dry 
strength has been issued by Repre- 
sentative James M. Beck of Penn- 


sylvania. 

„While the purpose of the Meth- 
odist Board of Temperance is to 
sustain the falling edifice of pro- 
hibition,” he said in a statement 
yesterday. “the movement has a 
deeper and more portentous signifi- 
cance.” 

He charged that the agricultural 
states had looked with concern on 
the growth of political power in the 
industrial regions, due to the shift 
in population, and added that the 
clear purpose of the move was to 
impair the growing power of in- 
dustrial states. If they succeed, he 
added, the country may look for 
a further dissipation of public 
funds by Socialistic measures.” 

„It the industrial states accept, 
lying down, the proposed destruc- 
tion of their due representation in 
Congress,” he asserted, “then they 
need not hereafter complain if our 
Government becomes as Socialistic 
as Soviet Russia.” 

The Pennsylvanian said it was 
“lamentable that a representative 
body of citizens, in their effort to 
support the crumbling edifice of 
prohibition should be willing to de- 
stroy another basic principle of our 
form of Government.” 

“When the fanatical drys lobbied 
the eighteenth amendment into the 
Constitution they, destroyed the 
fundamental basis of our Govern- 
ment, namely, local self-govern- 
ment.

VIEW OF FRENGHMEN 


Premier Tardieu Says His Coun- 
trymen Should Not Be Judged 
by Money Standard.

PARIS, Nov. 28.—An appeal for 
the United States and France to 
take the lead in saving the world 
economically and financially was 
made last night by Premier Tar- 
dieu at the Thanksgiving dinner of 
the American Club of Paris. 

He criticised the Americdn peo- 
ple for failing to judge the people 
of France at their true value. 

“In our difficult moments,” he 
said, “you have a tendency to call 
us fantasists. When we are at the 
top you say we are workers.” 

He rebelled at the idea that 
France should be judged highly 
merely when she had plenty of 
gold, saying Frenchmen are en- 
titled to be weighed by other 
standards. 

Remarking that the United 
States is a young nation composed 
of sons of proud emigrants, he 
voiced the opinion that the Middle 
West and the great West would 
determine the evolution of Amer- 
ica. He lamented what he called 
a lack of knowledge of France in 
those parts of the United States. 

He maintained that the present 
economic crisis had come from the 
United States and expressed the 
conviction that the real hope of 
solution is for the United States 
and France to take the lead and 
help the world as a whole. 

Indeed.“ he said, we must ful- 
fill this duty. If we do it, we will 
serve ourselves and serve all na- 
tions of the world. The immediate 
problem facing us is economic re- 
lief for the masses. Franco-Ameri- 
can collaboration will solve this 
mightly problem.“ 

Theodore Rosseau, president of 

the American Club, in introducing 
Tardieu, said it was peculiarly fit- 
ting that the Premier should be 
the guest of honor “for he knows 
America and Americans as few 
Frenchmen know us.” 
Norman Armour, American 
Charge d' Affaires, commented on 
the fact that both the President of 
the United States and the French 
Fremier have the wisdom and ex- 
perience gained by long residences 
in each other’s country, thus en- 
abling them “to arrive at better 
understandings and eliminate diffi- 
culties which in the natural course 
of events arise between nations.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Em- 
ployers who take advantage of eco- 
nomical and industrial distress to 
lower living standards and wages 
were described as “public enemies“ 
oy William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
a statement issued westerday. 

Green listed the shoe, textile, 
and coal mining industries as some 
in which employers had reduced 
wages during the present depres- 
sion. “It is a patriotic duty of 
American workers to resist with all 
their power such practices,“ Green 
said. The wrongs which these 
employers are perpetrating are 
against the public, and will under- 
mine our national economic struc- 
ture at a time when leaders of 
Government are striving to main- 
tain wage standards.“ 

Buying Power. 

„Because of their action a sub- 
stantial decrease in the purchasing 
power of these workers, who be- 
come their victims, is brought 
about and to that extent the day 
of returning prosperity and normal 
industrial activity is being detayed 
and an injury is inflicted upon 
those industries where employers 
and workers are heroically en- 
deavoring to maintain established 
wage standards.” 

Green said the Government had 
committed itself to the maintenance 
of wage schedules and working 
standards and it was the duty of 
all working people “to support. this 
policy and to hold fast to the wage 
levels already established.” 

Must Maintain Balance. 

“Fortunately,” he continued, 
“there are many employers of la- 
bor who believe in the philosophy 
of high wages. They understand 
that if we are to consume the 
products of industry the purchasing 
power of the masses of the people 
must be maintained at a point 
where it will balance with the fa- 
cilities of production. . 

“Those public enemies -among 
employers who will not willingly 
subscribe to this humane and sound 
economic policy should be com- 
pelled, through the resisting power 
of working men and women and 
the pressure of sound public opin- 
ion, to maintain wages, hours of la- 
bor and the conditions of employ- 
ment which are in Accord with 
American traditions and the Amer- 
ican standard of living.”

They have had the support of 
such spokesmen for the classics as Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, who wrote: “The use of slang is at once 
a sign and a cause of mental atrophy.” And Am- 
brose Bierce characteristically called it “the speech 
of him who robs the literary garbage cans on their 
way to the dumps.” Now comes a kind word for 
slang, and from a source high in authority—Dr. 
Frank H. Vizetelly, dean of American lexicographers. 
Slang, he says, vitalizes the language, it adds expres- 
sive terms to the vocabulary, and these he admits 
to the dictionary as soon as they prove their worth. 
Thus slang receives formally a recognition it long 
has held behind te purist’s back. Many a word that 
now holds position in all dignity in the court of 
the King’s English had a most humble origin in the 
argot of the theater, of sports, of new inventions, of 
the campus, of the street. The aggressive peoples 
that speak our language are quick to improvise new 
terms to express their ideas. Among words now ac- 
cepted that entered through the back door of slang 
are graft, rowdy, buncombe, bootlegger, teetotaler, 
potboifer, loan shark, wiseacre. 

It is only when a flip and telling phrase is seized 
upon too avidly and is worn threadbare that the 
dictionary makers turn thumbs down and the English 
teachers have cause for horror. Into this oblivion 
bave fallen the choice expressions of yesteryear: 
Cheese it, 23 skidov, so’s your old man, chicken 
(archaic term for flapper), high muckamuck, spiffli- 
cate d. From the expressive coinages of everyday 
discourse, our language takes its growth. y’s 
phrases of Ring Lardner and George Ade are in the 
professorial vocabulary of tomorrow.

Of paramount importance for the mo- 
ment at the White House was the consider- 
ation that the panicky tail of wailing Wall 
street should not wag the whole dog of 
business. It was believed that the stock 
market liquidation would require 60 to 90 
days. Confidence would be maintained dur- 
ing this interval by the business conferences 
—and then the storm would be passed.

The effect of the White House business 
conferences was almost magic as long as 
the gatherings commanded the headlines. 
When they were over, however, the busi- 
ness world gradually fell back to its old 
habit of gauging conditions almost entirely 
by the stock market.

United States Objects to French 
Formula Providing Annual 


Report, 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Nov. 28.—Publicity 
for land war materials today again 
proved a stumbling block for the 
Preparatory Disarmament Com- 
mission in drawing a general dis- 
armament convention. 

After a majority of the commis- 
Sion had disclosed it was opposed 
to an exchange of information re- 
garding materials in reserve, it 
adopted a French formula which 
provides for an annual report of 
expenditures upon land material. 
This solution was unacceptable to 
the United States, which favors 
full publicity for materials both in 
service and in stock. 

In voting against the French 
proposal, Hugh S. Gibson, United 
States representative, was joined 
by Italy, Sweden, Holland, Spain, 
Turkey and Russia. 

Supporting France in opposition 
direct publicity for reserve stocks 
by tabulation were all the French 
allies, and in voting for the French 
substitute they were joined by Ja- 
pan, Peru, Persia and Norway. 

The commission completed sec- 
ond reading of the draft and ad- 
journed until Monday, when it. will 
be taken up for third and final 
reading.

Newman Best Quarterback. 

One of the marks of class that 
distinguisH a star quarterback from 
an ordinary number caller is to 
name the right play in the pinches. 
When this quarterback-not only 
calis the right play but as in the 
case of Newman of Michigan, him- 
self executes forward passes that 
click for touchdowns, then this 
quarterback mast be classed with 
the great. Though he is just a 
sophomore, Newman of Michigan 
did just this and is therefore given 
the position over two other very 
fine generals in White of Purdue 
and Hinchman of Ohio State. 

At the halfbacks I have chosen 
Risk of Purdue and Berry of IIIIi- 
nois. When Risk was able to play 
Purdue was a championship team, 


When he was unable to play, as in 


a large part of the Michigan game 
or in the Indiana game, the Boil- 
ermakers slumped. There is no 
question but what he was the 
spark plug of the Purdue attack 
and was the outstanding halfback 
of the Big Ten. Berry of Illinois 
has just a little more spark, was 
a little more dangerous, than Lusby 
of Wisconsin and Jensvold of Iowa, 
two very efficient backs, and being 
only a sophomore has two great 
years ahead of him. Lusby of Wis- 
consin was a great punter and a- 
great passer but his defensive play- 


ing was just a bit disappointing at 


times when it was sorely needed. 
Jensvold of Iowa played great ball 
all year and ranks up with the best 
of them. 

At fullback Russell of Northwest- 
ern is the best line plunger I have 
seen this year. It was impossible 
to stop him for less than a couple 
of yards and in my opinion was the 
biggest threat in the Northwestern 
offense after Rentner became hurt. 
He is a fine all around player and 
his 195 pounds of ruggedness made 
him a rough hombre to cope with. 
Manders of Minnesota has a great 
future ahead of him. He does 
everything well and he hits like 
an animated catapult. All Man- 
ders needs is just a little experience 
to become one of the outstanding 
players of the country.

Cold Weather ser Calls for Foods : 


hat Are Sources of Heat 
and Energy. 


December weather brings in- 
creased appetites and a need for 


heartier and more substantial meals. 


This has been taken into consider- 
ation in meal planning. Starchy 
foods, and those containing larger 
amounts of fat are the best sources 
of heat and energy. In the ‘warm 


weather we seek in a measure to 


avoid these, but now they should 
be included rather liberally in the 


diet. Sweets also have their place, 


and jamhs, marmalades, preserves, 
honey and syrups will prove popu- 
lar either om the- breakfast or 
luncheon table. If the housewife 
has a home-made supply of these, 
o much the better, but f not, do 
not hesitate to use the very excel- 
lent commercial varieties that are 
to be found in any good food store. 

Salads are almost as important 
in the winter diet as they are at 
any other time of year. Vegetables 
and the winter fruits may be used 
to give the variety that is difficult 
to get in the salad greens. Lettuce 
and cabbage can be bought in most 
places all year round, and raw car- 
rots, turnips, celery, onions, green 
peppers may be used to supply 4 
good variety of minerals and a 
good supply of the so necessary 
vitamins. 

With Thanksgiving day occupy- 
ing the center of the stage, do not 
forget that the days following that 
of feasting must be planned for 
just the same. It is better to make 
these meals rather simple, and an 
effort has been made to do this as 
a study of the menus will show. 

A roast loin of pork is suggested 
for Sunday dinner, and to add to its 
flavor, as well as to aid its diges- 
tion, a tart fruit, in this ene 
Plums, is served with it.

Almond Pudding. 

Ingredients needed are one 
pound pdwdered sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one-fourth cup cold 
water, one and one-half cup short- 
ening, two whole eges, four egg 
yolks, additional, one pound 
blanched almonds, one-half cup 
sugar and six apples. 

Cream the shertening with the 
powdered sugar, Beat in the 
whole eggs. Then work in, one at 
a time, the egg yolks. Mix in the 
flour. When well worked in add 
the pulverized almonds. Knead 
together with the hands for at least 
15 minutes. 

Grease a baking dish and spread 
the bottom and sides with the al- 
mond mixture, leaving enough to 
cover the top. Peel and slice the 
cooking apples. Boil until tender 
in the water and one-half cupful 
Mash slightly and pour 


dish. Cover the top with a sheet 
of almond paste. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for one hour. Serve 
with heavy cream. This pudding 
can be served twice, once hot and 
once cold.
